London,=-Right Hon, Mr. Weir, at

Board Asking Suieeeatal Farmers to 
Take on. Apprentices 

The Soldier Settlement Board of} 
Canada is ‘making an appeal to suc! 
cessful farmers throughout the coun- 
try to assist in the training of sol- 
dier settlers. One of the principles 
of the Board’s policy is to settle 
only those returned soldiers who are 
capable of making a good living out 
of the soil. It very carefully scrut- 
inizes the qualifications of all appli- 
cants; and of the thirty thousand or 
more who have applied for the priv- 
ileges of the act, a considerable num- 
ber have been found to be lacking 
only in experience. They secm to be 
suitable men in every other way for 
agricultural work. The Board has 
adopted a system of training, which 
is this: In some districts training 
é€entres have been established, where 
returned soldiers are able to secure a 
knowledge of the fundamentals of 
farming, but, after that brief  train- 
ing, there is the need of these sol- 
diers gaining further. experience in 
the districts in which they proposed 
to locate permanently, and the Board 
is asking successful farmers to take 
on one or more soldier settlers as ap- 
prentices for a year’s training. 

The Board pays allowances for the 
subsistence on the dependents. of 
these soldiers, but it expects that the 
men will be paid adequately for the 
work they do. 

This ought to appeal to our large- 
hearted and prosperous farmers, The 
Soldier Settlement Board is not go-) 
ing to place its apprentices with men] 
who have not»been successful; but it| 
does think that men of experience 
should be willing, and will be willing, 
to share that experience with the 
boys who for four years or m¥«e pro-| 
tected the interests of Canada and} 
the Empire overseas.

In replying to the. Nationalists in 
the South Afriein. Hiquse of @ssem- 
bly, Premicr Smuts ‘made a notably 
important ativernbat’ on the consti- 
tutional relationship of Great Britain 
and the. Dominions, as- modified by 
events of the wap period and the de- 
cisions of the Vefsailles conference, 

Until last year, he said, Britain’s 
ministers had signed all documents 
and dealt with all matters affecting 
the Dominions, .A change had come 
in Paris when the Dominion repres- 
entatives had, on behalf of the King, 
for the first time signed a great doc- 
ument, the Peace Treaty. The change 
was that in the future the represen- 
tatives of the Dominions would act 
for the Dominions. The precedent is 
now laid down for all time. 

Premier Smuts said the change was 
a far-reaching one which would alter 
the whole base of the British Empire. 

Regarding the League of Nations 
it was incorrect to say that in the 
League the British Empire was a 
unit. The Empire was a group, but; 
South Africa had exactly the same 
rights and voice as the United King- 
dom, Though the United Kingdom 
was a permanent member of the cen- 
tral council, South Africa could. be 
elected to that council. 

He added that the Germans had 
been told that if there were parts 
of the: Treaty which could not be 
carried out, they had means of ob- 
taining modifications in the League 
of Nations, in which Gen. Smuts 
foresaw the enemy coutitries would 
become members at no distant date. 

Gen, Smuts defended President 
Wilson against the charge of bad 
faith regarding his fourteen points. 
He declared that President Wilsdn 
had done most of all towards restor- 
ing peace. 


What It. Meant To France 


War Losses 26 Per Cent. of All Men 
Mobilized ~* 

Speaking for the’ government, An- 
dre Tardicu said that the French war 
losses had been 26 per cent. of all the 
men mobilized. Of soldiers under 
31, 57 per cent, were dead. —

Buttermilk cheese is wholesome 
and nutritious, resembling cottage 
cheese in appearance, though of finer 
and smoother texture. ‘Condensed 
buttermilk is used by packing houses 
as poultry and hog feed. Powdered 
buttermilk, when combined with the 
proper proportions of Water, makes a 
good lactic drink. It may be used

{Germans Are © « 
Learning Truth 


Evil Prussian Spirit Which b sae 
pSuch Incalculablé Damage 
Has Gone 


There are some indications that the 
German people are at least beginning 
to sce that the Prussian policy of 
terrifying the world by» force has 
proved to be both useless and fatal, 
This is the view taken in a special 
article to the New York Times by 
George Renwick; one of the calmest 
and most judicial of the war corres- 
pondents. He has just been making 
a visit}to Germany, and as a result is 
rather hopeful of conditions there, 
He says: 

“I believe that a war of revenge— 
prepared before a Watching world — 
is impossible. Germany is worn and 
half starved and cam only carry her 
burdens if the reduced strength of 
her workmen is restored by supplies 
of food, and her trade and industries 
are set going again by financial cre- 
dits and raw materials. It will be a 
long process, and at present  Ger- 
many’s fate docs really hang in the 
balance.” 

Mf.’ Renwick believes that the truth 
about the war is gradually but thor- 
oughly getting into the minds of the 
German people. He thinks that the 
new constitution of Germany is 
genuinely democratic, and that if 
given an opportunity to function it 
may accomplish much, He does not 
fear that the yuilitaristic reaction- 
aries will succeed in again seizing 
the reins of power, for, he says, 
“Germany is beater and she WSs 
it. The evil Prussian spirit ich 
during nearly fifty years had leaven- 
ed Germany to her hurt, . which 
wrought such incalculable damage to 
the whole world; which aroused a 
hatred and a justifiable anger not 
easily to be overcomiec—that spirit has 
gone. All investigators; I “think, 
agree with me there.’ : 

It would perhaps be safer to say 
that the Prussian spirit, while not 
entirely gone, has been greatly weak- 
ened. While the rest of the world 
should not in foolish optimisnt cease 
to be on guard to Prevent any Te- 
vival of Prussianism, it“ should as 
far'\as possible encourage and sup- 
port those Germans who are strug-" 
gling to.develop a spirit of humanism 
and liberalism among. their country- 
men,—New York Outlook.

Grain is being moved so expedi-
